PROGRAM NOTES 

Johann Ernst Galliard (1687-1749) Galliard was a German composer and oboist in the early 
18th century. Galliard’s works played a significant role in London’s musical life. Galliard is thought to be 
one of the leading composers of English theatre music in the 17 30s. Along with his many contributions to 
the writing of opera music, Galliard composed sonatas for oboe, bassoon and cello. 

George Friderie Handel (1685-1749) Handel was an English Baroque composer. He is 
famous for his operas, oratorios and concerti grossi. These Sonatas were published in 1732, in the 
latter of the Baroque Era, written for solo violin and piano. 

Fritz Kreisler (1875-1962) Kreisler was an Austrian-born violinist and composer. He was 

considered one of the most famous violinists of his time. The Sicilienne and Rigaudon were published in 
1910 and have been falsely attributed to Erangois Erancoeur simply because it was written in his style. 
This piece was from the end of the Romantic Period (1815-1910) and overlapped into the early 20th 
century (1900-2000). 

William Grant Srill (1895-1978) Still began composing large-scale works in the early 1920s. 

Still is noted as the first African American to conduct and compose a piece for a major symphony 
orchestra. He also was one of the first to write for radio, films and television. 

Baroque Era (1600-1750) Pre-classical era in which music expanded in size, range and complexity of 
instrumental performance. Baroque’s musical focus was to provoke feelings such as love, hate, anger and joy. 
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Sonoto Developed in the baroque era, sonatas are eontrasting multi-movement works for one or 
more instruments. 

American Spirituals Created and first sung by enslaved Afriean Amerieans in the 18th and 19th 
eenturies. The Afriean-Ameriean spiritual is a deeply emotional song whieh is eharaeterized by 
syneopation and polyrhythmie strueture. 


MUSICIAN BIOGRAPHIES 

Kimberly Buegler A New Jersey native, Buegler began playing flute in elementary sehool and 

switehed to euphonium during her junior year in high sehool. She transferred to Salisbury University 
from Oeean County Community College in fall 2005. She has studied euphonium with Lawrenee 
Knier sinee transferring to Salisbury University. Buegler has performed in many musieal ensembles on 
eampus ineluding the SUJazz Band, Coneert Band and a Chamber Brass Ensemble. She has also 
worked with the Salisbury University Events Serviees staff as well as serving as a student assistant to the 
SU Musie Department. 

Nathan Anderson began playing the violin and the guitar in fourth grade and eontinued through 
high sehool graduation. He started out as a business major and switehed to musie edueation when he 
transferred to Salisbury University in fall 2006. Anderson has studied violin under Saehiho Murasugi for 
the past three years. He has been a violinist in the Salisbury Symphony Orehestra for the past three years. 
He was also a ehorus member for the opera Dido and Aeneas^ as well as various solo voeal performanees of 
Afriean-Ameriean spirituals. He also has performed as a pereussionist in the SU World Pereussion 
Ensemble. Einally Anderson is eurrently in a performing group under the name of Wozzeek eonsisting of 
fellow musie majors/graduates (Robert Slangen, Andrew Morris and Eee Braverman). They are 
preparing for a move to Austin, TX, to pursue a eareer in performing musie. Thank you messages will be 
made personally during the performanee to those that have helped out in a big way. 

Susan Zimmer has been an adjunet faeulty member sinee 1993, serving as staff aeeompanist and 

teaehing eourses in aeeompanying, musie theory and musie appreeiation. She holds a Baehelor of Musie 
from Texas Teeh University, a Master of Musie from Yale University Sehool of Musie and Institute of 
Saered Musie, and is eurrently studying for a doetorate in musie edueation at Boston University. She has 
been eleeted to membership in the aeademie honor soeiety of Phi Kappa Phi and the musie honor 
soeieties of Mu Phi Eplison and Pi Kappa Eambda. She has performed solo and eollaborative keyboard 
reeitals in New Mexieo, Texas, Conneetieut, New York, Maryland and Virginia. She has aeeompanied 
high sehool and middle sehool ehoir eoneerts and festivals throughout Maryland, and has adjudieated the 
ACDA middle sehool festival for the Eastern Shore of Maryland. At SU, she has performed with the 
University ehoirs, wind ensemble, musieal theatre workshop, Salisbury Symphony Orehestra, and 
numerous senior reeitals and other student performanees. She joined the Arts and Humanities 
Department faeulty at Wor-Wie Community College in 2006, where she teaehes musie appreeiation 
eourses. Zimmer is a Certified Chureh Musieian in the Presbyterian Chureh (USA) and serves as the 
direetor of musie for Wieomieo Presbyterian Chureh in Salisbury, where she direets singing and handbell 
ehoirs for all ages, and plays piano and organ. She is also eurrently serving as dean of the Salisbury 
ehapter of the Ameriean Guild of Organists and is a member of the Eestival Committee for Area III of 
the Ameriean Guild of English Handbell Ringers.
